Young Girls In Danger 


Once again the evil of lust has struck in 
the city of Edmonton and a 14-year-old girl 
is the victim. It would seem peculiar to some 
people that some protection should not be 
available for such young persons on the city 
streets, but the fact is that most of these 
young persons are pretty much to blame 
themselves. A look at the reports of all the 
similar incidents in Edmonton over the last 
10 years shows that in every case the inci- 
dents have taken place. in the late hours of 
the night. 

Some young girls working late in restau- 
rants and other places are compelled to go 
home late, but in such cases the employer 
should be compelled to be responsible for 
their getting to shelter at their home. But 
in most cases the trouble is with the lax 
habits of young girls staying out to late hours 
at the theatre or dance hall. 

If a young girl allows a stranger whom 
she has just met casually at a dance to take 
her home, what does she expect from a man 
she knows nothing about? All of these cases, 
or most of them, could not happen if young 
girls were not on the street beyond the time 
decency permits. 

Every young girl who walks alone on the 
street at a late hour is deliberating the pos- 
sibility of attack. The cure is the old adage: 
“Early to bed and early to rise, makes one 
healthy, wealthy and wise.” 


It Is Only Community Wealth 


Attention has been drawn to the “pre- 
sumption” that Canadians are the wealthiest 
people in the world by a writer in Eastern 
Canada commenting on the speech of F. G. 
Winspear, ex-president of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, this week. 

It is true that on a per capita basis Cana- 
dians are better off than most people, but, 
such per capita figures are often; very mis- 
leading. The average Canadian may be bet- 
ter off today than he was ten years ago, but 
few of them would admit they see much more 
of the alleged wealth of the Canadian people. 
It is true that today the aged and out-worn 
citizens are better provided for than they 
used to be, but when the high cost of a beef 
stake is considered and the fact that every- 
thing from clothes, bus rides, theatre tickets, 
groceries, rents and fuel have sky-rocketed 
beyond any advantage old age pensions and 
other social welfare benefits give, the fact 
remains that nobody has any given quantity 
of this alleged wealth belonging to the Cana- 
dian people. The average Canadian may be 
a partner in his country’s astounding wealth 
of resources, but his path is still one of puz- 
zling how he can pay his bills. Taxes are in- 
creased to make up massed wealth. 


hat a Difference! 

The news about Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s action in reducing his own salary and 
those of his cabinet ministers throws the dif- 
ference between the British government and 
the Alberta government’ into striking con- 
trast. The British nation is facing very hard 
times with fresh demands on the people’s 
loyalty and fresh experiences of austerity for 
them, and the Churchill government has set 
the example by sharing some of the load 
itself, 

In contrast, almost the first thing the Al- 
berta Social Credit government did, when it 
took office, was to increase the salaries of 
cabinet ministers and members’ indemnities. 
This was done not in a season of prosperity 
but when the big depression was at its pealw 
Wild dreams of easy wealth through issuing 
new money in basic dividends were being 
dreamed then by the Social Credit party, and 
doubtless they wished to demonstrate possi- 
bility of paying dividends by paying them to 
themselves first of anybody. The citizens of 
Alberta, however, are still waiting for their 
dividends!

Coarse Grains Marketing Act

It didn’t take Alberta long to throw out their 
legislation dealing with the compulsory wheat board 
marketing of oats and barley, Apparently, though 
this legislation was passed by three prairie prov- 
ince legislatures and the Ottawa house it was never 


very popular by the governments 
except in Saskatchewan. 
Manitoba Province is ready 
to hold a vote on the subject to 
give farmers there the .oppor- 
tunity of deciding which way 
they want their coarse grain 
marketing to be done. Mean- 
while, Alberta has thrown a 
monkey-wrench in the works be- 
cause if the system is not going 
to be carried on in one province, 
how can it be made compulsory 
in the other two, even if Mani- 
toba farmers vote for a continuance of the plan. 
This situation was made. possible because in 
1948 Hon. C. D. Howe gave his personal guarantee 
that whenever one province should decide they no 
longer wanted compulsory marketing of coarse 


grains, he (Howe) would throw the whole deal out 
the window.

That being the case, what use is the vote go- 
ing to be in Manitoba, seeing our own province has 
set aside this legislation? Well, I think it will assist 
Hon. D. L. Campbell, Premier of Manitoba, and his 
government by knowing exactly how the farmer 
himself feels about the matter. Here in Alberta we 
have not asked the farmers what they think—just 
gone ahead and set the legislation aside. No ‘doubt 
the holding of a vote here in Alberta would be the 
democratic thing to do.

It must be exploded 
in the hearts of a lot of people 
who will thus come to know and 
serve th Lord Jesus Christ. 

The first fifty years of this 
twentieth century have left man- 
kind frightened and insecure, ter- 
rified at the prospect of a third 
World War and the use of atomic 
bombs and othur even more dread- 
ful weapons of destruction, Fas- 
cism and Nazism have been de- 
feated, but the new tyranny of 
Communism now controls a large 
segment of the earth and threat- 
ens the rest, «ven the free life of 
Americans. 

The time has come now when 
mankind must choose one or the 
other of the two weapons in its 
hands—that of destruction or of 
salvation. Nothing less than the 
power of God can save—not the 
works of men. In the Gozpel of

announced this week by Hon. D. A. Ure, minister of 


agriculture. 


Winners are: 

John G. Porozni Family, Williag- 
don; J. W. Hosford Family, South 
Edmonton; Floyd Gillyson Family, 
La ‘Glace; Victor Watson Family, 
Airdrie. 

Each master farm family re- 
ceives an award of $1,000, an en- 
graved plaque and a name plate 
for the farm entrance. 

Objectives of the master farm 
family program are to provide a 
practical recognition of farm and 
family progress and. approved 
agricultural practices. The advan- 
tages of the farming vocation and 
the wholesomeness and dignity of 
rural life are emphasized and farm 
youth are provided with a goal by 
the program. 

Mr. Ure reminded the people of 
Alberta that one of the main pur- 
poses of the program is to find 
and honor those families who have 
made outstanding progress. in 
farming, homemaking and citizen- 
ship. 

“The slogans of the Master Farm 
Family are Good Farming, Right 
Living and Clear Thinking,” he 
said. “I hone the program will con- 
tinue to encourage and maintain 
the high ideals of good farming 
practices, good family relation- 
ships and good citizenship.” 

With the continuance of the pro- 
gram from year to year, the high 
standards required for nomination 
are becoming more fully appreciat- 
ed by the people of the province. 
A total of 36 families were nomin- 
ated for the 1951 Master Farm 
Family Award, a total slightly less 
than that nominated last year. 

Candidates for the master farm 
family awards must be Canadian 
citizens who have operated farms 
in Alberta as owners or lessees for 
20 consecutive years, (military 
service is included). At least three 
neighbors must nominate a candi- 
date and the candidate must per- 
sonally accept the nomination. 

The winners are selected on a 
district and regional basis and con- 
firmed finally by a provincial com- 
mittee. The regions correspond 
roughly to the soil zones of Al- 
berta, Both technical and. practical 
agriculturists and home 
mists are represented on all com- 
mittees.

tion under 87 factors related to the 
farm, cultural family, 
and community life. It will be seen 
therefore that a very high stan- 
dard of performance is required 
and that a family can measure up 
only by a creditable record in all 
or most of the points of this very 
comprehensive score card. 

The main divisions are the home 
and farmstead, operation and or- 
ganization of the farm, family and 
community life and management 
and business methods, . Possible 
maximum scores have been cal- 
culated carefully for each division 
according to its relative impor- 
tance and the record of each can- 
didate is assessed in relation 
the possible scores. 

The Minister of Agriculture con- 
gratulates the master farm fami- 
lies for their fine records of 
achievement and also commends 
the other candidates who were 
honored by nomination. He ex- 
presses sincere appreciation for 
the work done by the various selec- 
tion committees,

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Province Announces Details 


Of Old Age Pension Assistance 


Under authority of the Old Age 
Acsistance Act and Old Age Pen- 
sions Act (Alberta), the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Alb: rta 
is prepared to pay 50 per cent of 
any allowable assistance up to a 
maximum of $40 per month to 
persons who have reached the 
age of 65 but are not yet 70. 

To qualify for this form of 
assistance, persons in this age 
group must have resided in 

Canada for the 20 years im- 

mediately preceding the date of 
the proposed commencement 
of assistance payments, or, if he 

has not so resided, he must have 
been present in Canada prior to 
those 20 years for an aggregate 
period equal to twice the aggre- 
gate period of absences from 

Canada during those 20 years. 

According to the Act, any per- 
son in receipt of an allowance 
under the Blind Persons Act, or 
th War Veterans’ Allowance 
Act, 1946, or a pension under the 
Old Age Security Act, cannot 
qualify for assistance under this 
scheme. 

An unmarried person with an 
income of $240 per year or less, 
exclusive of this form of assist- 
ance, may obtain the maximum 
al owance of $40 per month. If 
his income is in excezs of this 
amount, the allowance will be 
reduced to a figurs: so that the 
combined income and assistance 
will not exceed the sum of $720 
per annum. In respect to a mar- 
ried verson living with his spouse, 
the coresnonding figure is $1,200 
p r annum; while for a married 
person who lives with his spouse 
who is blind within the meaning 
of the Blind Perzons Act, the 
figure is set at $1,320 per annum, 

To avoid delay in making pay- 
ment when the scheme comes into 
effect, application forms have 
been prepared and any person 
who can qualify for, and desires 
this form of assistance, may ob- 
tain a set of these forms from 
their local municipal office, or 
directly from the Old- Age Pen- 
sions Branch of the D: partment 
of Public Welfare. The forms 
should be completed and forward- 
ed as soon as possible, either 
through the municipal office or 
directly to the Old Age Pensions 
Branch, Administration Building, 
Edmonton.

Prospect Of Oil Boom Excites B.C., 
But Find Almost Belongs To Alberta

VANCOUVER, Nov. 8. 


— People in B.C. are easily 


excited, and they are excited today with the prospect of an 


oil boom that actually belongs 
ada’s Pacific province. 


A smidgen of oil was found in 
B.C.’s Peace River country last 
week, in a spot closer to Edmon- 
ton than Vancouver. 

And since then, Vancouver’s 
three daily n wspapers have told 
in big page one headlines how an 
“oil boom” has hit B.C. 

Actually, the find may indeed 
uncover another Redwater, or an- 
other Leduc. 

But with the way B.C. has been 
«yeing Alberta enviously this past 
half-decade, British Columbians 
are eagerly jumping on the oil 
band-wagon with the initial dis- 
covery of “black gold” here. 


At the same time, Vancouver 
received another prestige blow 
when Edmonton won official hon- 
ors as “Canada’s fastest growing 
city.” 

Vancouverites thought all along 
that their city was pacing the 
rest of Canada in _ population 
growth. 

But when the Bureau of Statis- 
tics released its pr jliminary cen- 
sus figures recently, Edmonton 
ranked as the No. 1 city in popu- 
lation growth, with Calgary a 
close second.

The cruelties and injustices of 
the system, whether real or ima- 
gined, have turned thousands of 
voters aaginst the Coalition. 

And with Tories and Grits talk- 
ing of breaking up the Coalition, 
it is quite possible B.C. may find 
itself with a CCF gov rnment 
after the next provincial election.
